DEMOCRATIC FOREIGN 
| POLICY. 


We recall no better example in any party piat- 
form of pretentious insincerity, inconsistency, and 
futile phrase making than the Democratic plank 
on foreign policy. The Republican platform was 
bad enough. 

We are told first that the Republican adminis- 
‘tration has no foreign policy, We are thereupon 
introduced to the following proposals: 

2 (a) Outlawry of war and an abhorrence of 
‘giilitarism, conquest and imperialism. 
As to this, a treaty for outlawry of war has been 


_ formulated by the present Republican secretary 


of state with the support of the Republican Presi- 
dent, and is being actively pressed upon the great 


- powers. The rest of the paragraph means any- 
thing or nothing. We think th- outlawry of war 


is mostly moonshine and will have chiefly a costly 
reaction upon our own defense policy, with no com- 
pensation in the policy or procedure of other great 
powers. 
(>) Freedom*from entangling political alli- 
ances with foreign nations, 

If this means anything it means repudiation of 
the league of nations, and, if the sense.of the 
majority of the Anierican people is regarded, it 
means the league court. But the platform begins 
with a tribute to the creator and chief protago- 
nist of the league and an assertion that “ his spirit 
moves on and his example and deeds will exalt 
those who come after us as they have in- 
spired us.” 

‘In view of the sowuitasine of his chief project, 
the spirit of Wilson might say of this tribute, 
“Thank you for nothing.” If the laudation of 


' Wilson in the platform and at the convention were 


worth a plugged nickel, it would pledge the party 
to the adoption of his covenant and our entrance 
into the league. 
(c) Protection of American and rights. 
(4) Noninterference with the elections or | 
other internal affairs of any foreign nation. 
This principle of noninterference extends to 
Mexico, Nicaragua, and al] other Latin Amert- 
can nations. Interference in the purely inter- 
nal affairs of Latin American countries must 
cease.

The at- 
tempt of the President to remedy the fallure 
of 1921 by the Geneva conference of 1928 was 
characterized by the same lack of statesman- 
ship and efficiency an¢ ‘sexnited in entire 
failure.

THE NEW LEADER OF THE DEMOCRACY. 
[New York World]. 


In the nomination of Gov. Smith the Democratic 
party is making its third serious attempt since the 
Civil war to transform itself from an asylum for 
lost and discredited causes into a responsible and 
liberal instrumentality of government. For its devo- 
tion to the cause of slavery the party was prostrated 
for twenty-four years until at last in Grover Cleve- 
land it found a leader whom the country was ready 
to trust. But hardly had the party recovered from 
its association with the cause of slavery when it was 
plunged into new disorders by the rise of Bryan and 
its adherance to populism and free silver. Yor six- 
teen years more the party was prostrated, until owing 
to division among Republicans and the rise of’a new 
leader in Woodrow Wilson, the party again demon- 
strated that it was fit to govern. 
was swept out of power by the Inevitable reaction 
against the war. For eight years the party has been 
distracted and divided, unable to gather itself to- 
gether. because the same elements within it which 
had committed it first to slavery, then to populism, 
had found a new idol to worship in prohibition and 
all the intolerance that fs associated with it. We 
are witnessing now the attempt ef the Democracy to 
Go again in 1928 under Alfred E. Smith what it did 
in 1884 under Grover Cleveland and in 1912 under 
Woodrow Wilson.:

‘HEALTH CONTESTS ARE 


IMPROVING CHILDREN, 


N Cook county, Ilirois, they have an 
annual contest among the »hool 
Children for health prizes. rst, 
there {is a seriea of contests in the 
different districts of the county to se- 
lect a girl and a boy fn each as the 
district champions. Then tBese 14 are 
pitted against each other for the two 
grand sweepstakes prizes. The two 
prizes are provided by the county board. 
The contest is under the direction of 
County Superintendent of Schools Tobin 
and County Health Director Wright. 
The basis of scoring is the yearly 
record of health habits of each child 
in the schools, made by the _ school 
nurse, With the assistance of the teach- 
ers. The children having good records 
were examined by city health depart- 
ment physicians and dentists. Finally, 


the championship group went before a- 


final board, ote with them their 
health records e in the school dur- 
ing the year, and the results of exam- 
inations made by tlhe doctors and den- 
tists. The final board selects two—one 


girl and one boy—as the grand cham- | 


pions. 
~~ 

I have served on this board for sev- 
eral years and have some observations 
based on what I have seen there. One 
is that in young people of that age 
group-—-ll to 15—girls are better physi- 
cal specimens than boys. Since, at that 
age, the girls are nearly through their 
period of preadolescent rapid growth 
and boys are just entering theirs, we 
expect girls of a given age to be larger 
than boys.: But this is a period of un- 
even growth. Therefore, by the same 
token, we expect girls to be uneven. 
That was not found to be the case. 
Boys were much more lopsided, lumpy 
and uneven. The girls have always had 
much the better teeth and fewer of 
them have enlarged giands. Enlarge- 
ment of the thyroid was not a factor 
in those who came to the final test, 
either boys or girls. — 

All of both groupe are vaccinated 
against smallpox, bui not many of them 
against diphtheria. As matters now 
stand, if vaccination against diphthe- 
ria and typhoid were conditions, not 
many could meet the requirements. 

As the years go on the qualifications 
of the contestants improve. Some of 
this is due to the fact that the condi- 
tions are better known. From the be- 


ginning of the school year the contest _ 


is discussed and ambitious pupils try to 
keep their health scores good. How- 
ever, a good part of the improvement is 
due to general improvement in the aver~- 
age child hereabouts. They know bet- 


ter what health habits are and they are~ 


more disposed to follcw them. They are 
better protected against preventable

terly opposed, on principle, to their 
convention's choice, 

In other words, the Democratic south, 
through a Republican delegation which 
does not count on election day, chose the 
Republican candidates for President and 
Vice President and the Republican north, 
through a Democratic delegation, which 
rarely accomplishes anything on election 
day, chose the Democratic candidate for 
President and Vice President. Truly, this 
is a republic, a form of government 
where one delegates his privileges and 
prerogatives to his neighbeg,

TE we could only free ourselves of 
@ur fears, how free we would be! 
If we could only realize how much | 
we are the victims of fears, we might 
@o something about it. We all have 
fearse—<dome of us more than others. 
And they have a way, too, of lurk- 
ing wnder cover. There is fear of 
sickness, fear of poverty, fear of los- | 
ing your job, fear of death, fear of 
old age, fear of your children marry- 
ing, fear of their not turning out well, 
And how hampering all these fears 
are!
